WORST IN STAGE HISTORY 


New York and Chicago the Only Large Cities Not 
Closed — Epidemic Shows Slight Abate- 
ment—Hope Expressed for Early 
Lifting of Ban 


New York, Oct. 14.—A _ theatrical 
depression worse than probably ever 
before in the history of the American 
stage prevails here at the present time, 
resulting, theatrical managers believe, 
from the influenza scare. 

While no official order has been is- 
sued closing the theaters, the man- 
agers of five playhouses decided to 
close Saturday night. Two others had 
made previous arrangements for clos- 
ing Saturday, making a total of sev- 
en. For five of these no incoming at- 
tractions have been announced. 

With vaudeville, burlesque and 
legitimate houses closing all over the 
country the greater number of actors 
and artists have rushed to New York 
and no doubt many of them will be 
without work until the 
checked and the ban lifted. The 
United Booking Offices has issued 
call to all vaudeville actors to keep in 
close touch with booking agents dur- 
ing the grip epidemic. 


Very poor business has been the rule 
at all the theaters for the past week, 


in fact it became so bad that a com- 
mittee of managers waited upon Dr. 
Copeland on Friday morning and

On Larger Theaters Is Increased in 
Ontario, Canada 


Ontario, Can., Oct, 12.—Hon. T. W. 
McGarry, provincial treasurer of the 
Province of Ontario, has announced a 
substantial increase in the amusement 


ditional revenue amounting to $200,000 
will be secured in the Province. Ac- 
cording to the announcement made sev- 
eral ago the tax on all tickets 
selling at over 45 cents has been in-

creased from 3 to 5 cents. This will 
not affect patrons of the small movies. 

The new scale, which goes into effect 
November i, is as follows: 

On admissions over 45 cents and not 
more than 95 cents, 5 cents (now 2 
cents); admissions over 95 cents and 
not over $1.45, 10 cents (now 5 cents); 
admissions over $1.45 and not over 
$1.95, 15 cents (now 10 cents): admis- 
sions over $1.95 and not over $2.00, 20 
cents (now 15 cents). On all admis- 
sions over $2 the tax will be 25 cents 
instead of 20 cents as at present. 

The tax on admissions to small thea- 
ters whose admission price seldom ex- 
ceeds 15 cents remains the same, the 
increase on the larger theaters tending 
to equalize matters, as the present per- 
centage charged the small places is 
disproportionately high. 

The Treasury Department is also 
putting in effect a rule that will per- 
mit the sale of amusement tax tickets 
only as required to pay the tax on ad- 
mission tickets as purchased, or on 
passes or complimentary tickets when 
used.

In review of the fact 
that forty per cent of the motion pic- 
ture theaters thruout the United States 
and Canada are closed on account of 
the influenza It has been deemed prac- 
tical for distributors to discontinue the 
distribution of releases while the epi- 
demic is prevalent. <As the

SENATE COMMITTEE 


Reduces Admission Tax 


Number of Changes Made in 
House Bill — Agricultural 
Fairs, Chautauquas and 
Lyceums Exempt 


Washington, Oct. 14.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance, which is now 
revising the pending war revenue bill, 
has materially reduced the tax im- 
posed by the House bill on admission 
to theaters, movies and other places of 
amusement. In the House bill the tax 
was fixed at 2 cents on each 10 cents 
or fraction of that amount paid for a 
ticket. The Senate Committee changed 
this to 1 cent on each 5 cents, and en- 
tirely struck out the proviso that in 
cases where the admission charged is 
7 cents or less children under twelve 
years of age should pay a tax of 1 cent. 

Under the rates agreed upon by the 
Senate Committee 15 cents admission 
would pay a tax of 3 cents instead of 
4 cents, as under the House bill, while 
a 20-cent ticket would pay 4 cents. 
The Senate Committee proceeds upon 
the very logical theory that there would 
be no loss of revenue under the new 
rates, as the tendency should be to in- 
crease the number of admissions if the 
rates are lowered. This argument has 
been advanced by different representa- 
tives of the amusement industry, and 
it is believed that Congress, as a whole, 
will accept it. 

Every one in Governmental author- 
ity, from the President down, has ac- 
cepted the very sensible view that dur- 
ing war times the opening of theaters,

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HENRY RINGLING PASSES 


AWAY AT 


BARABOO, WIS. 


Was the Youngest of the Seven Brothers Who Have 
Made Circus History—Had Suffered From 
Heart Trouble for the Past Eighteen 
Months—Burial at Baraboo 


Baraboo, Wis., Oct. 12.—Henry Ring- 
ling, the youngest of the famous circus 
brothers, died at his home here Friday 
of heart disease and complications. 

In the spring of 1917, just before 
leaving his winter home in Florida, Mr. 
Ringling showeé the first symptoms of 
heart disease. In the fall of that year 
he went to bed for several weeks and 
later was able to return to Florida. He 
came to Baraboo last spring and has 
been in bed most of the time since. 

He is survived by a wife, one son, 


three brothers and a sister. 

Funeral services will be held Tues- 
day from the home, and the burial will 
be in Bacaboo Cemetery, where the 
parents and three of the brothers lie. 

John and Charles Ringling will be 
here, but Alf. T. is ill at Oakbridge, 
N. J., and can not come. The only 
sister, Mrs. Harry North, resides in 
Baraboo. 


Henry Ringling was one of the 
original Seven Ringling Brothers, but 
Was not much more than a baby when 
they first started on the road with 
their wagon show. After it was 
changed to a railroad organization by 
Otto, John, Alf T., Al G. and Charlie, 
Gus and Henry continued in their 
brothers’ employment. Gus died in 
1907, Otto died in 1911 and Al G. died 
January 1, 1916. It is understood that 
Otto, by the terms of his will, be- 
queathed his share in the Forepaugh- 
Sells, Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
& Bailey circuses to Henry, making 
him a partner .. ith the other brothers. 

Henry Ringling managed the Fore- 
paugh-Sells Circus in 1906 and 1907, 
and his wonderful demonstration of 
Ringling efficiency was largely re- 
sponsible for the phenomenal success 
attained by this show during those 
vears. He knew every inch of the 
business and many stories are told of 
his almost uncanny foresight, and how 
he would suddenly appear on the scene 
at a psychological moment. After he 
married Henry seemed to wish to set- 
tle down, and with the exception of 
visiting the shows for a few weeks at 
a time had not been very much in evi- 
dence on the show lots. 


No General Order 


Issued by Government—Authority 
Rests With State Officials 


Washington, Oct. 14—Reports that 
the Government authorities had issued 
orders to the various State authorities 
to close places of amusement wherever 
Spanish influenza was found is without 
foundation. 

Heads ot departments here say that 
the Federal Government has no author- 
ity to issue such orders in States where 
the epidemic has reached, except where 
the health of the men of the army or 
navy in camp is threatened. No such 
order has gone out from here with the 
exception of that notice as to soldiers 
and sailors being protected. 

It is stated any such restrictions as 
to amusement places would rest with 
the respective States.

Chicago Oct. 12.—Louis A. Macloon, 
of this city, has arranged with New- 
man, the traveltalk man, for rights to 
the Traveltalks on Wartime Europe in 
Eastern, Western and Southern States. 


He was born at McGregor, Ia., Oce- 
tober 27, 1868, and would have been 50 
years of age in a few days. He married 
Miss Ida Palmer, of Baraboo, and they 
have one son, Henry, Jr., aged 14 years. 

Henry Ringling was of a quiet na- 
ture, his disposition being almost taci- 
turn. He was a lover of good books 
and read the best literature.

Pennsylvania Health Commissioner 
Holds Out Hope to Theater Men 


Harrisburg, Oct. 12.—Latest advices 
from Dr. B. F. Royer, acting State 
Health Commissioner, indicate that 
there is a slight possibility of Pennsyl- 
vania theaters opening November 1. 
This hope was held out by the Com- 
missioner when he was approached by 
a committee of theatrical men ap- 
pointed at a meeting held here Wednes- 
day. 

Dr. Royer was presented by the com- 
mittee with resolutions attesting the 
fact that theatrical men of the State 
are squarely behind the ruling, and of- 
fering their services to the Health De- 
partment. These’ resolutions were 
unanimously adopted at the meeting, 
held in the open air outside of the 
Majestic Theater Wednesday. The 
text of the resolution is: 


RESOLVED, That we as a body di- 
rectly affected by the closing order as 
issued by Dr. Royer, head of the State 
Department of Health, hereby pledge 
ourselves in loyal support of the action 
as taken and offer our services in fur- 
therance of whatever good we may 
be able to do to assist the needy, and 
stricken citizens of our own and neigh- 
boring States.

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Composer Is Dead 


Sir Charles H. H, Parry Was Com 
of Oratorios of Judith, Job and Saul 


New York, Oct. 12—Sir Charles Hu- 
bert Hastings Parry, music composer, 
died in London Tuesday, October 8, 
aged 70 years, according to word re- 
ceived here. 

Sir Charles H. H. Parry was born in 
Itiournemouth February 1848. He 
was educated at Eton, Exeter and Ox- 
ford. and as a youth won fame as a 
composer of songs and also as a bari- 
tone and pianist. He adopted music as 
4 profession and studied under some of 
the known teachers of his time. 
On the opening of the Royal College of 
Music in 1883 he was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Composition and Musical His- 
tory, and in 1894 succeeded Sir George 
Groves as director. He had written 
much orchestral and chamber music, 
among his best known works being the 
oratorios, Judith, Job and Saul, and the 
choral odes, Blest Pair of Syrens, L’Al- 
legro and Il Penseroso. One of the 
most learned of the English musicians, 
he had written a number of literary 
works, including Studies of Great Com- 
posers, The Art of Music, enlarged later 
as The Evolution of Music; Music of 
the Seventeenth Century, Life of J. S. 
Bach, and Style in Musical Art. 

In 1868 an orchestral intermezzo from 
his pen was performed at the Glou- 
cester Musical Festival, and since then 
he had probably produced more work 
at the provincial festivals than any 
other composer. He was created D. M. 
by decree of convocation at Oxford in 
1884, and received the same degree at 
Cambridge and Dublin. He was presi- 
dent of many musical societies.

Speculators Hit 


By War Tax Bill—Levy on Scalper 
Sales Is Increased 


Washington, Oct. 12.—The Senate 
Finance Committee, in revising the 
war revenue bill, increased the tax on 
theater tickets sold at news stands, 
hotels and places other than the thea- 
ter in which the performance is given 
from five per cent, the rate fixed by 
the House, to ten per cent. 

Other changes made by the Senate 
Committee are as follows: 

The 30 per cent tax on tickets sold 
for more than 50 cents in excess of 
their established price was increased to 
50 per cent, and the rate of 25 per cent 
on season tickets was reduced to 20 
per cent.

New York, Oct. 14—Taking into consideration all of the acts that are at 
present walking up and down Broadway, acts that are at liberty on account of 
the closing of fourteen out of fifty-two big time vaudeville theaters in the 
East alone, it is strange that the powers that be did not arrange a better bill 
than the one offered here today. 

It was a singing and dancing show, without even the semblance of a nov- 
elty act to break the monotony, and was practically a stag bill, with the ex- 
ception of Miss Walton. The Liberty Loan drive went on at 3:40, the show 


proper, with the exception of Van and Schenck and Pelham’s Navy Band, 
being thru by that time. 


No. 1—Palace News Pictorial, showing some dreary pictures from Over 
There, was watched in almost silence. 


No. 2—Valanova Troupe of Gypsies, presenting A Night in a Gypsy Camp, 
opened the vaudeville with a Russian dance number. Six people are in the act, 
three men and three women. One of the men is especially clever. In full 
stage, about seven minutes, with one curtain. 


No. 3—Krantz and Lasalle are singers of popular and timely songs who 
could easily hold down the next to closing position at the Palace and get away 
with it. These boys can really sing, and, best of all, you can hear and under- 
stand distinctly every word they utter. They tackled this tough spot with the 
knowledge that they were there with the goods, and, in consequence, scored a 
real, genuine hit. Several bows and encores. 


No. 4—Somewhere with Pershing, presented by Jack Norworth, is a little 
comedy-drama of trench life cooked up for patriotic consumption, in fact 
purporting to show an episode that never could happen midst the terrible tur; 
moil on the other side. Imagine a French nurse wandering around thru the 
trenches and being made love to by an American soldier by means of the book 
he carries of French definitions. A few laughs are obtained, but the dialog is 


week and inane. F. F. Hawley plays the sergeant well. Special set. Fairly 
well received on account of patriotic finale. This playlet must have been one 
of the ends of Norworth’s odds and ends. 


No. 5—Willie Weston got a reception, but even with his air of self-confi- 
dence and nonchalance did not have such an easy time of it until he told a few 
stories in an inimitable manner. From then on, with his refined variety of 
humor and nonsense, plus a good singing voice, he scored heavily. He has a 
big following, and, consequently, had to respond time and time again. Weston 
just seemed to fit into the Palace show. In one. 


No. 6—Roy Cummings followed with his nonsensical slapstick comedy, 
called One Afternoon. He is assisted by Lillian Fermoyle, and, altho his 
funny falls are just as absurd as ever, it seems to us that the original act, 
which was seen at the Fifth Avenue, in which he was assisted by Miss Mitchell, 
was much more full of pep. His fall, for instance, into the orchestra pit is not 
half as natural as it was done at that time. However, for an artist who has 
made a complete act out of falls, with the addition of a little singing, he is to 
be complimented. For an encore he sang a ballad. In one, special drop, in 
which he got all tangled up for about sixteen minutes. 


No. 7—Florence Walton, of Maurice and Walton, appeared minus her hus- 
band, who is now in France serving the colors, and presented some of their 
ballroom dancing, assisted by Pierrot and Leon Leitrim and a special orchestra. 
Miss Walton danced gracefully, of course, but the only part of the act that 
really created any enthusiasm was the violin solo by Mr. Dolon, The act as a 
whole is not in keeping with the reputation made by Maurice and Walton in 
the heyday of their popularity, or else the vogue of stage ballroom dancing 
must be on the wane. About ten minutes, full stage; several bows. 


No. 8—Hal Ford made a stirring Liberty Loan appea! and $1,000 worth of 
bonds were sold. 


No. 9—The Pelham Naval Band scored just as strong as last week.

REVIEW: 


The scenery for the show is apparently new 
and designed especially for this attraction. 

The costumes are also apparently new and 
more numerous and variegated in design and 
eolors than found in the average burlesque of- 
fering. 

The book is credited to Louis J. Ditmar, with 
Abe Leavitt as the reviser for Oh, Girl. 

The company is one of the cleanest, classiest 
and speediest in burlesque.

Johnny Jess, as an Irish alderman, is a 
eredit to the land of shamrocks, for Jess con- 
ducts himself as a true Irish gentleman, ever 
ready with witticisms, and always there with 
the smile or fight. His manner of casting off 
his coat for a hand-to-hand setto got the laughs. 


a laughable scream in facial makeup and con- 
tortions, and he, with Jess, make a team of 
comedy producers that’s hard to equal—let alone 
beat. 

Billy Barlow is one of those clean-cut, lik- 
able fellows that one likes to see on the stage. 
His appearance was warmly received and his 
songs went over great, especially his apparent 
improvisions relating to folks in the audience, 
and His Daddy of Them All, a patriotic number, 
went great. 

Joe Geisler made a gentlemanly stage appear- 
ance and his piano work was excellent.

REVIEW: 

Sim Williams, as the financier, acted his part 
well in giving to The Girls, From Joyland the 
equipment for a high-class burlesque show. 

The Foyer of the Stagger Inn, The Garden De 
Luxe, In the Hold of Captain Kidd's Ship and 
Bamboo Land were each and every one new, 
nevel and unique in the way of stage settings. 

The costuming of the entire company was 
varied, tasty and pleasing to the eye. Billy 
Gilbert, as the author of the book, acted his

No one will dispute the fact that Billy Gil- 
bert is funny, for he proved it to the apparent 
satisfaction of the Olympic audience on Monday 
afternoon.

Theater 


New York, Oct, 12.—Nick Feldman, of the 
Feldman Operating Company, which leased the 
Fourteenth Street Theater, near 6th avenue, 
from the Rosenberg Operating Company, an- 
nounces that Sunday, October 13, will termi- 
nate bis management of the house, Nkewlse the 
presentation of stock burlesque. 

The Family Burlesque Cireuit attraction held 
the stage at the Fourteenth Street Theater for 
several weeks or until the exit of Charls Gram- 
lich September 28, 

Mr. Feldman then engaged Leo Stevens to 
produce stock burlesque, which he did for the 
weeks of Sept. 30 and Oct. 5, to small attend- 
ance, which decided Mr, Feldman to discontinue 
burlesque inasmuch as B, F. Kahn's Union Square 
Steck Co. and the American Wheel attraction at 
the Olympic, both houses only a few blocks dis- 
tant on Fourteenth street, were presenting a 
superior quality of burlesque and getting the 
patronage of that locality. 

The theater is now on the market for sale or 
lease and it is rumored that in the event that 
a desirable tenant can not be secured that the 
house will be used for the presentation of old- 
time melodramas, 


BURLESQUE PROMOTERS AND 
PRODUCERS IN A QUANDARY 


New York, Oct. 12. _—When the Federal Gov- 
ernment announced that theatricals were essen- 
tial to the welfare of the public at large bure 
lesque promoters and producers were among the 
first to invest money in equipment for a pres- 
entation of theatricals that would provide a 
form of entertainment that would tend to re- 
lieve the worries of many men and women by 
giving them a couple of hours of enjoyment of 
light comedy, vocal and instrumental music. 

Fully cognizant that the patronage of bur- 
lesque theaters would be lessened by the draft 
of many young men in the army and navy the 
progressive promoter and producer spent con- 
siderably more money than in former times in an 
effort to present something that would appeal 
to elderly men, likewise women and children, 

This applies to equipment, scenery and cos- 
tumes, likewise to the principals and chorus. 
The producing managers vied with each other 
in securing the best talent obtainable, and in 
several instances advanced money for their sup- 
port during the idle months of summer, 

In hopes of relieving the financial strain of 
promoters and producers, likewise principals 
and chorus, rebearsals were started earlier than 
in previous seasons in order that the companies 
might play a few weeks earlier to the opening 
of their regular bur-le-que season, 

Man proposes; God disposes, 

The torrid heat wave that met the preliminary 
openings set the producing managers back con- 
siderable money, for many of them had trans- 
ported their shows to far distant points. Add 
to that full salaries to the company and the 
light receipts did pot come near covering ex- 
penses, 

With the advent of the cool weather man- 
agers began to feel more optimistic. 

Then came rumors of Spanish influenza. The 
publicity given to this insidious disease and those 
afflicted with it lessened theatrical attendance. 

Even then the producing managers struggled 
manfully onward, meeting increase in rail- 
road rates, transfer of baggage, salaries, etc. 

Then came the solar plexus that knocked them 
of their financial feet. Theater after theater 
closed, leaving them in idleness, To hold their 
companies intact they were most liberal in ad- 
vyancing money during the first week of enforced 
layoff. 

The oldtime managers who have weathere? 

lar storms kept their companies In the town 
in which they closed. Less experienced man- 
acers, or as it appears in several instances, 
managers who thought there was less likelihood 
of contracting the disease, hurried thetr com- 
panies into New York City, with the result that 
Several of them are now mourning the loss by 
desertion of principals and chorus, some of whom 
‘re still in debt to the promoters and producers

We are glad to note that this condition is not 
general, for our very limited acquaintance with 
burlesquers convinces us that they are loyal to 
their associates, 

Nevertheless the fact remains that the man- 
agers deserted by even one or two members of 
their company will be handicapped on reopening 
by the necessary rehearsals of new members. 
Thus is manager and company discomfited by a 
few ingrates willing to take but not give in a 
calamity that no mortal man could prevent. 

We are strong for the square deal In every 
walk of life, and the man or woman blinded by 
selfishness to their moral obligation to their as- 
sociates should be ostracised. 

Under normal conditions no one should blame 
an ambitious, energetic man or woman for aspir- 
ing to advancement, but conditions at this time 
are Dot normal, and it behooves men and women 
in every walk of life to co-operate for mutual 
benefit. 

There are thousands of men and women who 
have given up all they hold dear at home to 
go “‘over there,”’ where conditions call for many 
and varied sacrifices, including life, health and 
comfort. Each and every one of them are in- 
spired to do their duty by co-operating for the 
benefit of their fellowmen. 

Any Man or woman staying at home surrounded 
by protection and comfort who renigs is not 
only a slacker, but a moral renegade, and this 
applies to those in particular who bite the hand 
that feeds them, 

Personally we know of no one in particular 
who has borrowed money and jumped the 
show, but we have heard it freely discussed by 
those in a position to know that several man- 
agers have given this version of their trouble in 
seeking new talent for the reopening of their 
shows. 


During the past week Bur-le-que Corner was 
the popular rendezvous of many burlesquers who 
were forced to lay off on account of closed 
houses. To give a list of shows laying off 
for this reason can benefit no one, whereby 
making it public may have a tendency to lessen 
attendance in their reopening towns, for house 
attaches and public alike may fear contamina- 
tion from these coming from an infected dis- 
trict. 

Let us hope that the worst is over and let us 
unite in commending the companies that stuck 
together and condemn those that deserted in a 
time of need. 

Since writing the forecoing we interviewed 
George Peck, general manager of the American 
Burlesque Association, who says that he has 
received complaints along the same lines and 
further endorses our personal opinion relative to 
actors who diserganize companies and he 
further says that the American Burlesque Asso- 
ciation will not leok with favor upon any who 
do in time of calamity.—NELSE.

Tolstoi’s tragedy, The Living Corpse, has 
been produced in the Art Theaters of the conti- 
nent, and at the Irving Place Theater in New 
York. 

Mr. Hopkins first presented the English ver- 
sion, which he calls Redemption, with John Bar- 
rymore in the leading role.

Appearances are usually deceiving, but the 
cure seemed worse than the disease, so to speak, 
judging from the dopey state of inebriety that 
clogged poor Fedor’s brain, and the filthy rags 
that clothed his weak body. 

There were no colors now reflected in the dead 
“‘bubbles” of his Gypsy loves, but even that did 
not create a longing for the “gray days” of 
his married past. 

He shrank from the base lies that are neces- 
sary to legal divorces, and resolved to clear the 
situation by shooting himself. But, after hold- 
ing a revolver to his temple until the gleaming 
steel flashed horror into the timid souls of his 
audience, his nerve failed him, and he adopts the 
advice of his Gypsy companion to make believe he 
has drowned himself. But, when it is revealed 
that he is still alive, his wife and her second 
husband are brought into court for bigamy. 

Fedor finally shoots himself to free the in- 
nocent parties to a tangled mesh. 

Mr. Barrymore's acting was masterful. He 
was supported by a capable cast. 

The scenes—a drinking den in the slums and 
the house of the Gypsies—were a genuine de- 


light. Both were produced much after the 
technique of Rembrandt or the more modern 
Israels, well-known masters of the painter's 


art, enveloping In shadows all objects in the 
room to eliminate possible distraction from the 
main point of interest, 

In this drinking den the faces of Fedor and 
his companion were distinctly illuminated by the 
firelight in the foreground, while all the other 
figures and furnishings were subserviently in 
shadow, 

In this environment Fedor, while drinking was 
confiding to his companion the mystery of his 
l'fe as The Living Corpse, which resulted later 
in his exposure, 

This remarkable effect of lighting invested the 
scene with forebodings of veiled and lurking 
dangers that was as fascinating as it was thrill 
ing—a masterpiece of stage art.—MARIE PF.

than to England, where the humdrum work of 
preparation is going on.”’ He reminds actors, 
however, that they are not volunteering for a 
sightseeing trip, but to entertain American 
soldiers. “The need for such entertainment is 
desperate,"’ he states, “The man in France 
bas at least the excitement of his surroundings 
to buoy him up in the absence of entertainment; 
the man training in England has Very little, and 
my travels have shown that these men fre- 
quently go three to four months without enter- 
tainment of any sort.” 

Mr. Sothern points out that the legitimate 
actor can be of service abroad as well as the 
vaudeville performer. ‘‘Many actors,”’ he says, 
“seem to be of the impression that some talent 
at reciting or singing is necessary, but plays 
and scenes from plays are also in demand, and 
there is no actor in the country who can not 
make himself useful on the other side."’

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STRUGGLE FOR SURVIVAL IN THE LYCEUM 
AND CHAUTAUQUA 


By LEE FRANCIS LYBARGER 


Mr. Lybarger read a paper before The International Lyceum and Chautauqua Association at 


its Fifteenth Annual Convention. 
just held in Chicago. 
excerpt from his paper: 


The greatest truth which the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury gave to the world is the doctrine of the 
“struggle for existence’? and the ‘survival of 
the fittest.” : 

More seeds are sown by nature’s lavish hand 
than can possibly grow. More beings ure born 
than can possibly live. Everywhere living crea- 
tures are so pitted and jammed against each 
other that thousands must be crushed, mangled, 
starved and killed in order that a few may sur- 
vive. And in this ‘reckless and excessive prodi- 
gality of nature we have the cause of the 
‘struggle for existence.’’ 


MORE PEOPLE ENTER EVERY TRADE AND 
PROFESSION THAN CAN POSSIBLY SUCCEED. 
Scarcely fifty per cent of those who graduate in 
law, dentistry or medicine ever hang out a 
shingle. For the twenty-five-crew boy positions 
offered by Ellison-White last spring there were 
a thousand applicants. And so we are con- 
fronted with the pathetic fact that there is not 
room for more than one young man in every forty 
who aspires to be a crew boy on the Ellison- 
White Circuit. 

The figures in reference to our own profes- 
sion have never been compiled, but it is my con- 
viction that in no calling in life is the excess 
in the number of applicants over the number of 
positions quite so multitudinous, 

How many lecturers, readers and entertainers 
have been able to make the lyceum a life’s work? 

And yet the throng of applicants comes ever 
rushing in upon us. And now that “training 
eamps”’ for talent have so perfected their ma- 
echinery that they seemingly offer a carpeted 
pathway from every high-school to the very top 
rung of the lyceum ladder of fame the intensity 
and cruelty of the struggle must steadily in- 
crease, 

The same process of conflict, extermination and 
transition takes place among our representatives. 
One or two years is generally their limit. 
Whetber an individual who is’ gifted in sales- 
manship and so endowed with personal mag- 
netism as to be able to sell lyceum products in 
large quantities is in such demand in more lnv- 
erative fields that he is lured away from us, or 
whether be makes enough in this brief period to 
retire to a life of ease and luxury, I do not know. 
All I know is that he does not linger long in our 
society. The majority of them drop out at the 
end of the first year—few survive to the third. 

Each new army of agents has the same great 
hope in their faces and the same “‘reserve of 
manner’ that makes it uncertain as to whether 
or not they are going to push you. But if they 
do not you have the consolation of knowing that 
they, too, will soon pass. 

Every three years finds a practically new align- 
ment of representatives. I am told that in some 
bureaus three-fourths of the booking is done by 
people who do not sell more than four or five 
courses. No class of salesmen know so little 
about the products they are selling. And this 
for the reason that they could not possibly learn 
our personalities, our aims and our aspirations 
when their stay among us is so short. 

I blame no one. Managers must meet condi- 
tions as they are. But I will say that in this 
fact lies our greatest defect. No progress can be 
made in the permanency of our institution until 
we have secured a greater permanency in the 
service of our representatives. 

For fear that our loyal managers may becom: 
proud and haughty, thinking themselves above 
the jungle-struggle of ‘‘beak and tooth and claw 
and fang,”’ it might be well to remind them that 
they, too, are of the passing throng. ~ Think 
of the many bureaus that rose so majestically 
with the dawn, only to go down in the shadows 
of the setting sun. Unregenerate members of 
the talent profession may find consolation in the 
fact that every now and then some unsympa 
thetic manager finds it convenient to fold up 
bis tent like the Arabs and as silently steal 
away. 

If in the lyceum life, as in the lower orders of 
life, there are many who strive to the few who 
win, mwany who are called to the few who are 
hosen, then we want to know the law of choice.

Since all can not possibly survive, then we want 
to know who will survive and who will perish? 
Who will keep afloat the longest and who will 
be the first to go dewn? 

Herbert Spencer answers the question by de- 
claring that in the struggle for existence—in the 
struggle for life, wealth, fame or power—it is 
always the ‘‘fittest’’ who survive, it is always 
the ‘‘unfit,”’ or least fit, who go down, and that 
to this inexorable law of nature there is and 
‘an be no exception. 

If this be nature’s univers?] law then the 
next question is: What constitutes being ‘‘the 


difference between what these wants actually are 
and what talent, bureaus and committeemen 
THINK they are. This is our first great and 
unsolved problem. What do the people expect 
of us? What do they want? What do they de- 
sire us to do for them? 

And after the actual wants of the people have 
been ascertained there is still the problem of 
how best to SATISFY them. Here, again, there 
may be a vast difference between those who DO 
best meet the requirements of them. Until 
we, as talent and managers, have the intel- 
ligence, the moral courage and the foresight to 
devise a system of marking and grading talent 
by public audiences this will never be anything 
more than a guess, and gq crude, fanciful guess 
at that. 

In the game of baseball every man has bis 
‘batting and fielding record’’ open to the public, 
to which he can appeal. We have nothing. We 
are largely the victims—or the benefactors—of 
whim, caprice, prejudice and self-interest. All 
reputations in the lyceum and chautauqua rest 
niore upon fancy and gossip than upon fact. Un-

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fittest?’ In what does this fitness consist? By 
the fittest is meant, simply, those who are the 
best able to “fit in’ to the conditions which 
the wisdom or folly of mankind have imposed, 
those who can best meet the requirements of 
the wants which they seek to satisfy. These 
are they in every trade and profession who will 
survive the longest. 


Success in our profession, as in every other, is 
always a matter of adjustment, of adaptation— 
the adjustment of processes and products, of 
methods and messages to the wants and fancies 
of those whom we seek to serve. Therefore, be- 
ing ‘‘the fittest’? consists in nothing more than 
in being able to best ‘“‘fit in’’ to the requirements 
of lyceum and chautauqua audiences. And this 
imperative law holds alike of both talent and 
managers. 

Bunt in order that merit shall always win, in 
order that the most serviceable shall survive, or 
rather that the institution itself shall survive, 
there is one specific requirement, the conditions 
must be made EQUITABLE. There must be “A 
FAIR FIELD AND NO FAVORS.” The doors 
of entrance, and also of «xit, must be kept open 
alike to all. We must prevent artificial selec- 
tion from usurping the place of natural selec- 
tion. It is natural selection tbat should pick 
those who are to enter the lists for lyceum hon- 
ors aS well as those who are to wear the wreath 
of victory. Undef such conditions those who 
most survive in the lyceum will always be 
those who most can serve humanity. 

To meet the requirements and satisfy the 
wants of lyceum and chautauqua audiences two 
things are necessary. The first is to know exact- 
ly WHAT these wants are, There may be a vast 


We must devise a system of grading talent 
by public audiences not only as a matter of 
justice to both talent and managers, but for the 
protection and benefit of the ultimate consumer— 
the public. Committeemen ought to be able to 
purchase lyceum courses and the people to attend 
these courses with at least as much advance in- 
formation as have the patrons of baseball. Noth- 
ing would do so much towards increasing the 
public's confidence in the coming attraction. And 
until this confidence in the coming attraction 
has been established attendance upon lyceum 
courses will be from a half to two-thirds of their 
possibilities, 


It is often one thing to please an audience 
and quite another thing to please a manager. And 
this thru no fault of his. The fault is in the 
lack of any scientific method by which actual re- 
sults can be ascertained. And yet it is the 
judgment of the manager, and not the judgment 
of the audience, that determines whether you 
are to survive or perish. He is the final fact. 
I repeat that it is not what the audience thinks, 
but what the manager THINKS that it thinks 
that determines your destiny. And, while un 
der this slipshod and unscientific method certain 
individuals will “‘survive,”’ it is at the expense 
of the institution. 


Not for one moment should we forget that .the 
lyceum and chautauqua also have THEIR strug- 
gle for existence. They must compete with a 
multitude of forces for their sbare of the few 
dollars in the pockets of the people. Every form 
of amusement, entertainment and instruction is 
our competitor. When you ask the head of the 
family to pay out three dollars, or five dollars

Don't allow some slobbering idiot to scare 
you to death by beating on some old wornout 
tinware and yelling about the great danger 
there is to art and great artists in your mark- 
ing the degree of satisfaction that any attrac- 
tion gives. Don’t worry about Dr. Gunsaulus 
being driven off the platform by this method. 
Dr. Gunsaulus makes good as:an orator. This 
is not his funeral, His case is only cited, when 
it is cited, as a camouflage to hide the weaknes« 
of some old mossback lecturer who is gradually 
detecting the fact that the audiences are able 
to see that there is nothing strange nor startling 
in the fact that the Mississippi River flows 
south. 

You report to the burean how the attractions 
please. This information is useful to the 
burean manager. Why isn’t it useful to you to 
know what the other committeemen say about 
the same attractions which you have booked on 
your course? Why won't you be benefited by 
knowing what other committeemen have to re- 
port about the attractions which are to appear 
on your course? When you report to the bureau 
that report is a private matter. When you 
report to The Billboard that report is for the 
use of committeemen and patrons of all the ly- 
ceum courses, and it is for the chautauqua 
committeemen as well. It is for the general 
information of the patrons. It is the best thing 
that has yet been devised to aid real worthwhile 
talent. It is the one thing that will put ‘‘The 
Six Smiling Sisters’’ into the discard. The 
bureau managers who have these training schools 
and recruiting camps in connection with their 
burean are the ones who are doing the most 
howling against this system. Nuf Sed. 

Let’s take a concrete example. Here is the 
Floyd Featherston Company. Manager Feather- 
ston had to make two changes in his company 
and some of his opponents, and a few busybedies, 
were circulating the report that his company 
was not as good this year as it had been. A 
number of people wrote and asked us whether 
we thought that he would have as good a com- 
pany this year as he had last season. We 
could not say. But when the committee re- 
ports started to come in we were satisfied that 
as far as pleasing the audience goes the Floyd 
Featherston Company was never so popular as 
it is today.

By New York Symphony 


Damrosch to Introduce French- 
Italian-American Novel- 
ties, Together With 
Other Symphonies 


New York, Oct, 12.—Considering the fact 
that creative music has almost entirely stopped 
in Europe, due to the war, the number of novel- 
ties that Walter Damrosch, conductor of the 
Symphony Society of New York, has been able to 
gather for presentation during the coming sea- 
son is astonishing. During his stay in Paris 
this summer he was successful in procuring a 
number of orchestral works of genuine impor- 
tance, Not only French, but the younger Italian 
composers will be included, together with sev- 
eral American novelties. Needless to say there 
are no works of living German composers listed 
for presentation. 

Among the most important of the French 
works are: A Dramatic Cantata, by Lili Boulon- 
ger, the marvelously gifted French woman com- 
poser; a symphonic poem, entitled Sarabande, 
by Roger-Ducasse, who, since the death of 
Debussy, may rank as the most serious of French 
composers; a fantasy on two Angevin Folk Songs, 
by Lekeu, the Belgian composer; several smaller 
works by Messager, the well-known composer 
of Veronique, and at present in this country 
as conductor of the fameus French Conserva- 
toire Orchestra; Rabaud. who was first intro- 
duced to this country as a composer by Walter 
Damrosch thru his charming Symphony, and 
who has recently been elected conductor of the 
Boston Symphony, will be represented by his Pro- 
cession Nocturne. 

Within the last few years a highly talented 
group of young Italian symphonic composers has 
developed. Chief among them is Victor Sabata, 
whose Symphonic Suite, in four movements, will 
be presented by Mr. Damrosch. 

One of the American novelties to be given is 
an Indian poem, by Bouck, entitled The Fall 
of Nokomis. 

The standard symphonies listed for perform- 


ance include: Beethoven's Seventh and Ninth 
Symphonies, Berlioz’s Symphony, Harold in 
Italy: Brahms’ First and Third Symphonies, 


Chausson’s Symphony in B-flat, d’Indy’s Sym- 
phony on the Song of a Mountaineer, Borodine’s 
Symphony No. 2, Dvorak’s Symphony from the 
New World, Glazounow’s Symphony No. 4, Mo- 
zart’s Symphony No. 2 in G-minor, Scriabine’s 
Le Poeme de l'Extase. 

Among the shorter works are: Bach’s Suite in 
C (arranged by Walter Damrosch for concert), 
Cesar Franck’s Symphonic Poem Le Chausser 
Manudit, Liszt’s Mazeppa, Loeffler’s La Villanelle 
du Diable, Elgar’s Overture Cockaigne, Walter 
Damrosch’s incidental Medea and 
Electra. 

Opening at Carnegie Hall the latter part of 
October, the New York Symphony will fill en- 
gagements in several of the principal Eastern 
cities during the season.

A RUSSIAN CONCERT 


New York, Oct. 12.—A concert in aid of the 
Liberty Loan will be given at Carnegie Hall 
October 19 by all Russian talent. The greatest 
Russian musicians, dancers, actresses and Rus- 
sian entertainers of all descriptions now in 
America have expressed a desire to volunteer 
their services as a tribute to this country.

The price of admission to this, all- 
Russian concert will be simply a willingness to 
buy Liberty Bonds. 


NO GERMAN MUSIC FOR HER 


Chicago, Oct. 12.—Mary Garden is ill in 
Paris with appendicitis, so Olive Fremstad has 
been engaged to take her place in Tosea on the 
opening of the Chicago Opera Company’s 1918- 
19 season. Mme. Fremstad—despite her Scan- 
dinavian name—is American born, having spent 
her girlhood in the Northwest. Leli Lehman, the 
great Wagnerian prima donna, heard her sing 
and took her to Europe, where her voice was 
developed under the best masters, She became 


immediately a shining light in Berlin’s musical 
colony, and some of her most brilliant successes 
were in Wagner roles. But even so, Mme. 
Fremstad is most emphatic in declaring that 
there is no place on an American stage for 
music of the German masters, and will forsake 
Wagner until after the war at least. 


FOLKSONGS IN CAMPS 


The folksongs of the American negro have for 
some time since enjoyed a permanent place on 
classic programs, and negro spiritual songs have 
been the most popular. J. E. Blanton, attached 
to St. Helena Island Industrial School, on a 
small island off the coast of South Carolina, has 
been visiting camps where colored soldiers are 
stationed, instructing the soldiers in the singing 
of these spirituals, and the venture has proved

NOW A SAILOR ORCHESTRA 

Chicago, Oct, 12.—The Great Lakes Symphony 
Orchestra, recruited from Bluejackets at the 
Great Lakes Training Station, is the latest mu 
sical sensation at this truly musical govern- 
ment training camp. The orchestra numbers 
fifty men, who in civil life were members of the 
several symphony orchestras of Chicago, New 
York, Philadelphia, Detroit, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land and St. Louis. These men have all grad- 
uated from the Great Lakes Band, and their 
orchestral achievements have been mostly when 
they would play together during their leisure 
hours. Out of this voluntary rehearsing grew 
the symphony orchestra of the training station. 
There has been no permanent director appointed 
as yet, the leader’s baton at different times 
being waved by Herman Felber, Jr., of the first 
violins; Wendell E. Moss, French horn, and J.

Is Halt of Carnivals’ Tours 


Majority of Shows That Closed 
Will Keep Organizations In- 
tact and Reopen When 
Ban Is Lifted 


The carnival business at this time is almost 
at a standstill, probably 60 per cent of the 
shows on the road being forced to close tem- 
porarily on account of restrictions on amuse- 
ments in the Southern States, where the ma- 
jority of the shows are, : 

From advices received by The Billboard but 
few of the shows that have closed intend aban- 
doning their tours and running into winter 
quarters, but will lay off for a few weeks or 
until the restrictions on amusements are lifted 
and then rearrange their routes and proceed. 
Business in the South has been very good in 
most cases, and it is very evident the managers 
mean to make every effort to keep their organi- 
zations intact and be ready to again open when 
the ban is lifted. 

The States of Alabama, Virginia and Texas 
are reported entirely closed to amusements, 
while quite a number of the Carolinas and 
Georgia towns are quarantined. Most of the 
shows in these States were playing fair en- 
gagements and a large number of these events 
have been called off. 

Pennsylvania was closed two weeks ago. 

Cc. A. Wortham wired from Ft. Worth that 
he had closed the Wortham & Rice Show anid 
that the C. A. Wortham Show would lay off 
for a few weeks. He advised that all towns in 
Texas were closed. The Great Wortham Suow 
was due in Los Angeles on Tuesday, che 8th. 
Los Angeles was closed last week ani it is un- 
derstood that the show will remain there pend- 
ing a change in conditions. 

The World at Home Shows were forced to 
close at Greensboro, N. C,., the fair there being 
called off. 

Manager Harry Polack will continue the route, 
reopening at Columbus, Ga., week of October 21, 
continuing on thru: the Flerida Circuit of Fairs. 

Polack Bros.’ Twenty Big closed at Richmond, 
Va.. when the fair was called off, and Manager 
Irv. J, Polack ran the train into the winter 
quarters at Petersburg, Va, 

Col. Francis Ferari Shows closed their season 
one week ahead of schedule when the ban was 
put on Pennsylvania. 

Morris Miller’s Great American Shows played 
Dublin, Ga., last week. Mr. Miller reported all 
shows having trouble and that they were likely 
to close at any time. 

Johnny J. ‘Jones’ Exposition Shows got in 
two days at the Alabama State Fair at Bir- 
mingham, closing ‘Wednesday and shipping to

ATTRACTIONS IN WRECK 


Meyerhoff Rides Rendered Useless 


A letter to The Billboard from Henry Meyer- 
hoff, of the Meyerhoff Attractions, states that 
in a wreck which occurred on the Lake Shore 
Railroad September 24 and in which three box 
ears and five flat cars were demolished, three 
rides of his organization were rendered entirely 
useless. A Mangels merry-go-round was smashed 
beyond repair, a new Eli ferris wheel was 
transformed into a mass of twisted iron and 
steel and an aeroplane carousel was put com- 
pletely out of business. It is estimated that 
the damage will amount to about $23,000. The 
place of the accident was not given. 


NORTHWESTERN SHOWS CLOSE 


La Grange, Ind., Oct, 11.—The 1918 season of 
the Northwestern Shows ended at the Corn 
School held here during the past week. It was 
by far the most successful season that this 
organization has ever bad, and almost every show 
and concession with us made money. 

Opening in Detroit on April 20 ten weeks 
were spent in that city, week stands in differ- 
ent locations. Next we showed three weeks in 
Iorain, O.. paying a license fee of $100 a day 


during the entire period there, which is abun- 
dant proof that we must have made money in 
this *‘dear-to-show’’ Buckeye city. A week each 


was spent in Elyria, Wooster and Fremont, then 
the shows returned to Detroit for a three weeks’ 
engage ment on three widely separated locations; 
all of which proved higbly successful. 

Leaving Detroit after Labor Day we started 
en. our fair circuit, which comprised Mason, 
Mt. Pleasant, Cadiliac, Traverse City and Kala- 
mazoo (all Michigan) and La Grange, Ind. These 
engagements were uniformly profitable, Tra- 
verse City and Mason being the best, with Cad- 
iliac and Mt. Pleasant the poorest. 

Many unusual difficulties were encountered 
during the season, obstacles that would have 
doubtless caused.a less experienced and deter 
mined manager to quite the struggle, but Mr. 
Flack’s well-known Irish bullheadedness forced 
the Northwestern thru and enabled the shows 


to fulfill all their engagements, closing the 
season with the balance on the proper side of 
the ledger, 

Tomorrow (Saturday) the Northwestern Spe- 
cial will make its final 1918 trip from La Grange 
to Detroit, and the entire paraphernalia of the 
shows will be stored in the company’s winter 
quarters there. 

As to 1919 Mr. Flack says that if any shows 
go out the Northwestern will be one of them, 
and as all rides and most of the show outfits 
are owned by the company this statement may 
be accepted as having weight.—THE DOCTOR.

Are Canceled 


On account of the alarming spread of 
Spanish influenza in all parts of the 
many fairs bave been called off. Every day 
brings additions to the list, and, unless there 
is a decided check to the disease soon, there 
will be many more cancelations. 

Tho the greatest effects of the epidemic have 
been felt in the Eastern and Southeastern 
States, it has rapidly extended to other sections 
until it is now impossible to give any accurate 
list of fairs that are canceled or postponed, as 
each day brings new restrictions. Public gath- 
erings of all kinds have been forbidden in Mas- 
sachusetts, Vermont, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, 
Maine, Indiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 1T 
Arizona and Utah, according to advices received 
from these States. In each case the duration 
of the embargo is indefinite, depending upon the 
progress made in checking the diesase, 

The Virginia State Fair,

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PARKS 
Of the Antipodes 


Genius of Luna Park Origi- 
nator Is Reflected in the 
Amusement Resorts 
of Australia 


Coney Island, N. Y., is regarded as the acme 
of park perfection by the amusementloving pub- 
lic of the United States—and, in fact, its fame 
is worldwide. The home of ultramodern thrill 
producers, it has been the pattern for parks the 
world over. Thirty years ago L. A. Thompson 
invented the switch-back—eighteen years ago he 
gave the jaded pleasureseeker the scenic rail- 
way, with its indescribable variety and entranc- 
ing charm. The history and growth of Coney 
Island is a story full of incidents, qa story of 
sudden fortune and hard luck, of persistent en- 
deavor in the face of seemingly insurmountable 
difficulties, and today it stands unique among the 
pleasure places of the world. 


Coney Island's lead has been followed by many 
of the cities of Europe, including London, Paris, 
Brussels, St. Petersburg, Cologne and Marseilles, 
but it remained for Australia to produce two 
amusement resorts more modern than anything 
in Europe and more nearly approaching Coney 
Island's best features. 


Six years ago T. H. Eslick arrived in Mel- 
bourne, Australia, fresh from his triumphs at 
the India Durbar Exhibition, of which he was 
director general. Together with J. D. Williams 
be constructed Luna Park at St. Kilda, the first 
really modern amusement park in Australia. Mr. 
Eslick received his early training at Coney 
Island, where he turned his engineering know!- 
edge to good account in scenic railway construc 
tion, From America he went to Europe, where 
he introduced the newer methods of park con- 
struction, At Melbourne his originality as 
serted itself in the many new and novel device> 
he introduced in Luna Park, 


The scenic railway, the most popular device on 
the grounds, is almost an exact replica of th 
one he built at the Great Durbar Exhibition. The 
River Caves of tis World appeals most strongly 
to lovers of the artistic, the weird and the cu 
rious, The American Bowl Slide is a fun fac 
tory in iteelf. The Palais des Folies, the Palace 
of Illusions, Pharaoh's Daughter and the ferri- 
wheel are other devices that furnish thrills or 
amusement, and there are many other lesser at- 
tractions, The entire park is built on a lavish 
seale. Mr. Eslick alone is responsible for the 
design and construction of the park. John D. 
Williams was the originator, and the first man- 
ager was an American, Louis A. Corbeille, form- 
erly chief producer for the Frank C. Bostock 
attractions, 

After completing Luna Park at Melbourne Mr. 
Eslick, after qa brief vacation in Ceylon, went to 
Sydney, where be constructed another giant 
amusement resort, which was named the White 
City. Of this he became manager. White City 
is built along the same lines as Luna Park at 
Melbourne. There is the Palais des Folies, a 
hodge-podge ef fun makers, including the Merry 
Whirl, the Mimie Rink, Bobbing-Up-and-Down, 
the Haunted Window, the Shadow of the Cross, 
the Theater Mystique and Toyland.

While the general scheme of things in these 
\ustralian parks is much the same as that of 
the average large American park, there is a no- 
tleeable difference in one respect. There is none 
of the crowding together of everything into the 
smallest possible space that seems to be so popu- 
lar in our own country. Everything is built on 
‘ generous scale, the promenades are of ample 
proportions and there is a sense of largeness and 
freedom that is exhilarating The entrance tow- 
ers and administration building as seen from 
the grounds remind one of the big world’s fair 
boil’ ngs at St. Louis. The great Mountain 
Seenle Railway is q striking feature of the 
White City and also a fine piece of gravity en- 
gineering. The undulating track carries two 
miles of steel rail, the six trains are all elabo- 
rately carved and upholstered, and a 70-horse 
power motor provides the power for lifting the 
trains to the first level, 70 feet from the ground. 
The River Caves, with its oldfashioned windmill, 
stands out prominently among the many other in 
teresting sights, and within the caves the vaulted 
ellings hung with stalactites, the eerfe grottoes 
and dragonguarded caverns make this ride the 
most picturesque in the park. The Japanese 
Village is an interesting espot—real Japanese 


houses, flower gardens, museums, workshops, 
bridges and real Japanese clothed in native style. 
Standing at the fountain of the central court and 
looking out over the spacious grounds it is as 
if one looked over a vast exposition—and that, 
indeed, is what the White City at Sydney and 
Luna Park at Melbourne are, vast expositions 
of entertainment,

the grounds. 

Records were also smashed on the race track, 
On Wednesday Capt, Mack, the wonderful pacer 
owned by Fred Woodcock, stepped a mile in 
2:05 flat, surpassing the record of 2:06, which 
had been held by Sherlock Holmes for ten years, 
On the following day S. S. Bailey’s pacer, 0. 
U. C., stepped a half mile in 591, seconds, which 
Secretary Lea declares is the Oregon record. 

Members of the State Fair Board were highly 
elated at the immense attendance, as they had 
assumed personal liability for the construction 
of the new Coliseum, with the understanding that 
the money invested in the building be repaid 
from the receipts of the fair.

FRESNO DISTRICT FAIR 


Suffers From Rain Storm, Which Cuts 
Attendance and Receipts 


Freson, Cal,, Oct. 12.—The Fresno District 
Fair of 1918 fell down in receipts between $6,000 
and $7,000 thru circumstances absolutely beyond 
the control of the management, In spite of war 
conditions, which have had their effect on most 
of the California fairs, the 1918 exhibition at 
Fresno would have been the record breaker to 
date had it not been for a heavy rainstorm on 
the opening day, which caused so much damage 
to the fruit that the growers had to devote 
their time to saving their crops rather than 
going to the fair. In addition the banks, stores 
and schools closed in order to enable volun- 
teers to assist the ranchers in the work of 
salvage.

OPEN LETTER 


Addressed to M. P. Exhibitors With 
Reference To Reduction of Age of 
Operators 


Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 12.—The following open 
letter is addressed to motion picture exhibitors 
thrucut the country, stating what officers of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Labor and Industry 
did for exhibitors jn that State with reference 
to reducing the age of machine operators from 
18 to 16 on account of the regulations of the 
new draft Jaw, by F. J, Herrington, former 
president of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America: 

“To motion picture exhibitors: The letter here- 
with attached is self-explanatory and may be of 
value to exhibiters of other States who may 
be confronted with the legal problem as to the 
scarcity of operators. Pennsylvania exhibitors, 
members of the American Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion, thru its officers, appealed to the Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industry for their State to 
devise some way in which to remedy the cha- 
otic conditions that were then confronting them 
and would have become more drastic upon the 
passage of the 18 to 45 draft law. The laws 
of Pennsylvania prohibited any person to operate 
a motion picture machine under the age of 18 


years, and an operator under 21 could only 
operate if he had had at least one year’s ex- 
perience, 


“The officers of Pennsylvania branch of the 
American Exhibitors’ Association entered an 
appeal to the State Department of Labor ana 
Industry, making their case very plain, and 


ing with the ‘Industrial Board Standard for 
Motion Picture Machine Operation, in. operation 
after March 1, 1918. 


The following is their principal objections: 
First, Section 1 provides that the operator shall 
be at least 18 years of age and licensed as sub- 
scribed in Section 2. The new draft law pro- 
vides that boys 18 years of age are subject to 
same; in fact, this will mean that a very large 
percentage of moving picture machine operators 
will be drafted for war service and it is not 
likely that the draft board will give them any 
consideration on the question of industrial ex- 
emption, This will ‘mean that it will be nec- 
essary to hold continuous examinations, amj the 
owner will have no assurance after he has se- 
cured a licensed operator that he is going to re- 
main in his employment unless he is physically 
unfit for military service, Our department, 
appreciating the hazard of this occupation to 
both the operator and the public, has taken un- 
usual precaution in providing restrictions and 
regulations in order to insure competent and 
efficient operators. 

The effects of this provision of the Safety 
Standard and the new draft jaw will make it 
utterly impractical and almost impossible to 
carry into effect the provisions of the Standard, 
and the owner, being unable to secure a licensed 
operator, will be confronted with the proposition 
of either closing his theater and going out of 
business or deliberately violating the pro- 
visions of the law A remedy proposed to meet 
the condition referred to is that the age of 
operators be reduced from 18 to 16 years 

Personally I am of the opinion that this can 
be done successfully, for the reason that modern 
machines generally in use, and those that will 
hereinafter be put in use, have many 
Guards that the machine years ago were not 
provided with, and that with the modern machine

16-year-old boys that can be drawn upon for 
this class of work. 

I suggested to members of the Committee of 
Motion Picture Theater Owners who have called 
on me that they make application to the com- 
missioner of our department and the Industria! 
Board for a hearing on this subject, in accord- 
ance with our practice and the provisions of the 
law, when this subject can be given proper con- 
sideration. 

I request you to call the commissioner's atten- 
tion to this letter, also the members of the In- 
dustrial Board, as it contains my views on the 
subject.

WAR ON “SPECS” 


Is Declared by Theatrical Managers, 
Who Pledge Support to District 
Attorney in His Crusade 


New York, Oct. 12.—Pledging their unitea 
efforts to stamp out the evil of ticket specu- 
lation the leading theatrical producers and man- 
agers of the city, in a conference with District 
Attorney Edward Swann, joined actively in the 
war on ticket speculators. 

The meeting was in response to an invitation 
extended to the theatrical folk by the district 
attorney and was for the purpose of discussing 
appropriate means for overcoming the evil, The 
producers and managers heartily agreed with 
the district attorney that the practice should 
be curbed and offered suggestions, which were 
later adopted, for proposed legislation. 

One of the suggestions offered was to require 
that a license be obtained by all dealers in thea- 
ter tickets who operate independently of the 
theater. The license fee to be $250, and no 
person to be allowed to sell under the license ex- 
cept the one holding it. This would necessitate 
a license for every person engaged in the sale 
of theater tickets, either for himself or some one 
else. It is also proposed that the sale of tickets 
be permitted only at the office covered by the 
license. Other suggestions were: 

“To make the sale of a theater ticket at a 
price more than 50 cents above the price stamped 
upon the ticket as received from the box-office 
plus the war tax or other tax a ground for 
revoking the license, a sale at a greater amount 
to be a misdemeanor, if that would be con- 
stitutional. 

“The sale of a theater ticket except at box- 
office without a license to be a misdemeanor.”’ 

Following the conference Assistant District 
Attorney Kilroe stated that he was confident the 
managers could stop the ticket speculation evil, 

“They have not been working in harmony ip 
the past,”’ he said, ‘‘and that’s how the evil 
got a foothold in New York. But from now on 
we are going to join hands and pull together.” 

At another session held in the District At 
torney’s office the only theatrical manager pres 
ent was Florenz Ziegfeld. Jr. In the course 
of the session A. L, Jones, partner of Charles 
Levy and Joe LeBlang in the ownership of the 
Broadway Ticket Company, is said to have made 
the statement that 95 per cent of all the thes 
ter tickets sola in New York are handled by 
ticket brokers, The statement was ridiculed by 
theater managers, who assert that it is absur.

LYCEUM AND CHAUTAUQUA

for lyceum tickets there rushes to his mind ecores 
of wants—of actual needs. Since he can not 
have them all, which will he take? Thus is 
the institution itself engulfed in a struggle for 
existence and is fighting a desperate battle for 
a further lease of life, 


There is only one way by which the lyceum 
and chautauqua can be made a permanent insti- 
tution, and that is by rendering euch service 
to the people as will increase their demand for 
lyceum products, If we have such high quality 
of managers and such high quality of talent as to 
do this the lyceum will attain the permanency 
of the church and the public schools, But if we 
depend too much upon the pressure of our or- 
ganized salesmanship the end may not long be 
delayed, 


When does a lyceum attraction make good? 
WHEN IT CREATES A DEMAND FOR MORE 
ATTRACTIONS IN ITS LINE. That lecturer 
makes good who stimulates a desire in the hearts 
of the people to hear more lectures. That en- 
tertainer makes good who is steadily creating 
the demand for more entertainers. That concert 
company renders a permanent service to the ly- 
ceum and chautauqua which sends the people 
home saying: “If we could only hear more 
music like that.’’ 

There ate two kinds of success open to both 
talent and managers. One is an immediate but 
transient success, the other is qa delayed but 
permanent success. Immediate success is not 
consistent with the highest service. For the lec- 
turer half truths and conformity to the prevail- 
ing thought win more applause than whole truths 
and the effort to CHANGE the \ prevailing 
thought. It requires less brains and lees honesty 
to be an exploiter than a promoter, Only truth, 
merit, strict integrity and honest service can 
give permanent success to either talent or man- 
agers, The regrettable thing is that every form 
of sharp practice, every form of sham, falsehood, 
bluff and deception, must be paid for not only 
by the perpetrators themselves, but by all lyceum 
people. 

Our movement snffers not so much from attrac- 
tions that are downright inferior and ought not 
to be found on any list as it does from a large 
number of attractions that just barely ‘‘put it 
over.’’ They “get past,’’ but the margin of 
safety is too narrow. Continued experiences with 
mediocre talent gradually dull the keen edge of 
public enthusiasm, When you go ‘round the next 
year to sell tickets the people say: “Oh, yes, 
it was good, but’’— 

Therefore in order to steadily contribute to 
the permanency of the lyceum and chautauqua 
two things are necessary: ‘ 

FIRST—The kind of talent which can give 
such lectures and entertainments as will stead- 
ily increase the demand for lyceum courses, 

SECOND—The kind of managers who will of- 
fer to thefr patrons the highest quality of tal- 
ent possible for the money, 

And to secure these results there are two 
things that must be done: 

FIRST—The devising of a system of grading 
talent by public audiences, 

SECOND—The creation of a list of standard 
attractions, graded according to the record of 
their ability to serve the public,

All booking arrangements have, of conrse, 
been disorganized, and managers are attempting 
te bring order out of chaos, Jules Murry, book 
ing manager of the Shuberts, announced that 
he had been advised that all theaters in the 
following States had been closed by the health 
departments: Massachusetts, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, West Vir- 
givia, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Florida and Georgia. Among the big cities where 
the theaters have all been closed are Newark, 
N. J.; Philadelphia, Pa.; Washington, D. C.; 
Baltimore, Md.; Pittsburg, Pa.; Boston, Mass.; 
Providence, R. I.; Springfield and Worcester, 
Mass.; Albany, Schenectady, Utica, Syracuse 
and Rochester, N. Y.; Montreal, Can.; Buffalo, 
N. Y.; Cleveland, 0.; Milwaukee, Wis.; Omaha, 
Neb.; Kansas City, Mo.; St. Louis, Mo.; Cin- 
einnati, O.; Indianapolis, Ind.; Columbus, 0.; 
louisville, Ky.; New Orleans, La.: Atlanta, Ga., 
and Ios Angeles, Cal. 

Among the companies affected, laying off in 
New York, are: Maytime (the Boston Com 
pany), The Kiss Burglar, Bertha Kalich Com 
pany, The Wanderer, Rock and White, Business 
before Pleasure (Southern Company), The 
Thirteenth Chair and Seven Days’ Leave.

In Boston, Parloor, Bedroom and Bath, with 
Florence Moore, and the Robert Mantel] Com- 
pany are idle.

In Boston an extension of the original order 
by the Commission on Health brings the closing 
order up to one minute after midnight of Sat- 
urday, October 19. As in the previous order all 
classes of theaters, concert halls, dance halls, 
saloons, public assembly rooms and the like are 
under the ban, 

Public dancing has been barred in Chicago and 
public funerals are discontinued for the present, 
but the commission has decided to allow 
ehurches, theaters and schools to remain open, 
as they feel that they have the situation well 
in hand and that drastic action is not neces 
Sary at this time. All surrounding towns, how- 
ever, are under strict quarantine, and no public 
Sitherings are permitted. On account of the 
closing theaters in other cities many changes 
were made in the booking arrangements of 
Chicago theaters, several plays coming in a week 
or two before their original schedule, 

From Philadelphia comes the word that all 
theaters, picture houses, and amusement places 
of all sorts are still closed, with little pros- 
pect of an early lifting of the ban. 

Los Angeles has closed all public mecting 
places and a telegram frum that elty says: 
“Redondo, Long Beach and Venice followed 
Los Angeles lead and closed all places of amuse- 
ment. A later order allows Venice outdoor 
amusements to remain open. San Diego closed 
all theaters, The health officer, however, ad- 
vocates all outdeor amusements as not danger- 
ous. Pantages states twenty of his bouses are 
closed in various parts of the ecircuit. In San 
Francisco, with more cases than here (Los 
Angeles), authorities ordered all houses disin- 
fected each night, but left running, utilizing 
screens as means of informing the public as te 
precautions against influenza. 

Richard Pitrot, representative of many amuse- 
ments in the countries south of the United 
States, states that the influenza in spreading in 
Mexico, and advises against those in the pro- 
fession visiting that country at the present time. 

Cleveland and Cincinnati theaters have been 
closed the past week, but Columbus houses re- 
mained open until October 10, 

While it is probable that the embargo will 
not be lifted in most sections for a week or more 
the severity of the epidemic seems to be growing 
less in many cities and the situation is ap- 
parently growing better. The hope is expressed 
that it will be possible to reopen many theaters 
by the first of November or possibly earlier. A 
telegram was received by Health Commissioner 
Copeland of New York City Saturday from Col. 
Victor €. Vaughn, chief epidemiologist of the 
re‘ted States Army, advising against closing 
theaters, ete., in New York. This ts regarded 
an encouraging.

motion picture houses and similar places of 
amusement are impertant as tending to main- 
tain a proper spirit among the people. For in- 
stance, it has been pointed out that with news 
from the front being at times possibly oppress- 
ing, due te casualties and other causes it is 
almost vital that a tonle be provided of such 
eharacter as woul tend to offset news other 
than a cheerful character. 


Tn fact, it is hard to tell just to what extent 
those high in authority are depending these days 
on places of amusement. This is illustrated. 
however, in a way, by the present closing order 
in many States of amusement places, made nec- 
essary by the epidemic of Spanish influenza. 


Coming, as it does, just at the time when 
the Liberty Loan Campaign Is on, when four- 
minute men are covering the country and speak- 
ing to millions from the theater and motion pic 
ture platforms in behalf of the Liberty Loan, 
the ill effect of the cessation of such activities 
‘s heing felt only too kenly. However, the 
patriotism of the American peonle, which has 
always emphasized itself in a crisis, is expected 
to offset this lack of opportunity for reaching 
the people thru public gatherings 

Returning to the subject of tax on admissions 
as being handied by the Senate Finance Com 
mittee at this time. this committee has pro 
vided that all agricultural fairs, chautanquas 
and lecture lyceums, also the exhibits withn 
fairs, be made free of taxation, This result 
was brought about some time ago thru an in 
terretation by the Revenne Burean of the 
Treasury Department at the suggestion of Frank 
Albert and others. Mr. Albert is now, and has 
fer some time, been in Washington looking 
after the interests of outdoor amusements. as 
thése interests are reflected in action by Con- 
gress on the new revenue Dill.
